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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The preliminary amendment filed on February 27, 2004 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1 , 2 and 5 are pending. 
Claims 3 and 4 have been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yasui et al (US 4,942,588). 
Regarding claim 1, 

Yasui et al illustrates in figure 10a a laser device having laser medium (3) 
[applicant's amplifying section], illustrates a mirror (1) [applicant's optical element] 
having a partial reflection film (12) [applicant's partially reflection portion] and a total 
reflection film (61) [applicant's total reflection portion], where the combination of films 
serve as an aperture to form the laser beam (41 ) as illustrated in figure 10b. 

Regarding claim 2, 

Yasui et al illustrates in figure 10a a laser device having laser medium (3) 
[applicant's amplifying section], illustrates a mirror (1) [applicant's front mirror] having a 
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partial reflection film (12) [applicant's partial reflecting portion] and a total reflection film 
(61 ) [applicant's total reflecting portion], where the combination of films serve as an 
aperture to form the laser beam (41) as illustrated in figure 10b.

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takenaka et 
al (US 5,506,858). 

Regarding claim 5, 

Takenaka et al illustrates in figure 3 a laser system having a laser medium (4) 
[applicant's amplifying section], having apertures (3) [applicant's front and rear slit] and 
a mirror (2) [applicant's front mirror] with a partial reflection film (11c) [applicant's low 
transmission portion] and an antireflection film (12a) [applicant's high transmission 
portion].
